GALVESTON, Tex., March 2.~—The 
Thicket of Texas, into which the Texas 
hosts of President Roosevelt hope to take 
their guest on a bear hunt during his 
coming visit to the Lone Star state, if he 
will remain long enough for it, is the 
queerest streak of country to be found any- 
where in the Union. Althoughly it Hes in | 
one of the most thickdy settled parts of 
the state, it has no population save bears, 
wildcats, wolves and other wild beasts 
and odd winged and creeping creatures. 

The Big Thicket ia from 5 to 15 miles wide 
and 70 miles long. It extends from the 
Sabine river, the boundary between Texas 
and Iauisiana, 12 miles north of Orange, | 
the Trinity river region, almost due west 
It lies between the vast long ieaf pine belt 
of Texas and the loblolly or short leaf pine 
region, 

With the exception of scattered dwarfed 
pines, red oaks, gums and other varicties 
of trees which have succeeded in getting 
root room in the density of the thicket’s 
prevailing undergrowth, and some of 
which have come to a size sufficient for a 
bear to climb, there is no timber in the 
Big Thicket. The black haw is found in 
ite depths, and the wild peach and the 
wild plum are among the growths that 
provide sustenance to the sweets-loving 
bear. 

The growth that gives distinctive char- 
acter to the Big Thicket, and aided by 
wild grapevines, the rattan vine, the 
scrambling briars and other growths make 
the fastness almost inaccessible to man, 
ie a variety of oak that stands as thick 
almost as cane In a brake and grows but 
little larger. Matted and woven among the 
close standing ranks of the bamboo-oaks 
are the vines and briars. The bottom of 
the thicket is soft, and in the rainy season 
is covered in many places deep with water. 


Much Untrodden Wilderness. 

Hunters or others who venture into the 
thicket far enough to be beyond the hear- 
ing of companions on the outside do so at 
the risk of being lost. Native guides fam- 
fliar with the intricacies of the great 
swamp build camps frequently far in the 
depths. generally on the shores of small 
lakes that abound there. 

The only way the bear can be hunted 
successfully in the Big Thicket, plentiful 
as the game is, is with dogs, trained to 
the chase. The dogs can make their way 
through the dense growth of the thicket 
with more facility than the bear can, and 
they soon bring bruin to bay.

The Fencing Exposures. 

More than half ef Nebraska’s area is in 
the semi-arid belt. \The lands without irri- 
- | gation are generally of small value for cul- 
tivation, so the great cattle concerns have 
for many years used them freely. Three or 
four years ago, there was a series of ex- 
posures of the fencing of these lands by 
the cattle concerns... Apparently there had 
been no effort to prevent it, and great 
principalities were held, under fence, by 
the big “‘barons.”’ Nobody had been able 
to dislodge them. 

When at last this graft was broken up 
by the action of President Roosevelt and 
his subordinates soon after he came into 
office, and the cattlemen were forced to 
remove their fences, agitation began al- 
most at once for the square-mile home- 
stead law. It came, apparently, from the 
enemies of the big cattle companies. The 
argument was that these semi-arid lands 
were worth npthing to homesteaders he- 
cause a farm of 160 acres was not large 
enough to support a family, but if a man 
could be permitted to take 640 acres, it was 
urged, he would be able to keep a bunch of 
stock, and, by judiciously picking his tract, 
could, in most cases, get a part of it in a 
valley, moist enough to raise some hay or 
fodder for winter feed; perhaps, a few acres 
of good alfalfa. 


Square-Mile Homestead Law, 

So, it was conclusively shown. the square- 
mile homestead was one plan by which this 
great area could be made available to ac- 
tual settlers. Congressman Kinkaid, of 
the Sixth Nebraska district, at the request 
of contestants, Introduced the famous Kin- 
kaid ‘“‘square mile homestead’’ bill, and’ it 
pessed.

constitutional amendment of 1886 had heen 
passed by the Legislature in the session 
Of 1903. The amendment in 1886 forbade 
the leasing of the labor of convicts. Dur- 
ing seventeen years th's section of the con- 
stitution has remained a dead letter in 
the orgaric law of the state 

When the Legislature met In January, 
1903, Gov. Yates devoted ai cons déra- 
bie portion of his message to discussicn of 
the convict labor question. He !Imvreased 
on the Legislature the urgent need of com- 
piying with the constitution and of reliev- 
ing free labor from competition with the en- 
fotced work of crimina'(s Gov. Yates’ 
friends in the Legislature took up the ques- 
tien, worked hard. and the result was the 
present convict labor law. 


Faced a Grave Problem. 
This act placed in the statutes the pro- 
vigion of the constitution. It forbids the 
leasing of convict labor.

MATTOON, Ill., March 3.—For the past 
week a score of Big Four and Illinois 
Central detectives have been gathering to- 
gether the threads of a vast system of 
Car robberies extending over Lilinois, In- 
diana and Ohio, by which these two ralil- 
way systems hueve been robbed of more 
than $25,000 worth of merchandise from 
triins in transit, this city being the ren- 
dezvous out of which the thieves worked. 

The exposures developed that train crews 
on both roads have been engaged in the 
practice, and as a result of confessions 
thousands of dollars’ worth of the loot 
has been recovered. 

For months the rallway 
been aware of the robberies, and their 
shrewdest agents have been detailed to 
break up the system and capture the thieves. 
Not until 10 days ago were they able to 
secure any facts by which they could be- 
gin unraveling the mystery, so well or- 
ganized were the marauders and. so skill- 
fully did they carry on their operations.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., March 25.—A fam- 
lous missionary, who was educated at great 
expense by the United Brethren Church of 
this country and sent twenty-five years 
ago to labor in that church's mission fields 
in Africa, has become a savage again, chief 
of a West African tribe of devil worship- 
pers. 

Daniel Flickinger Wilberforce, the church 
announces, has been dropped from the roll 
of membership. The news will be of 
startling interest to members of the church 
everywhere, because of the prominence that 
was given to Wilberforce when he was 
being educated in this country. 

Hiis story is interesting, Nearly forty- 
five vears ago, Dr. D. K. Plickinger was in 
cnarge of the mission boards of the United 
Brethren, including their work in Africa.

Two sons and two 
daughters were educated in the Central 
College at Huntington, Ind. One son 
now a@ student at Otterbein University, 
Westerville, O., and another is in the Day- 
ton, O., High School. 

In 1898 Wilberforce and his family had a 
narrow escape during an uprising of na- 
tives in the Imporreh country, West Af- 
rica,- where they have worked. 

Since then Wilberforce has become the 
head of his tribe, to which place he was an 
heir by blood. He has joined the Purrow 
Society, as the devil worshippers are calied, 
and has contracted plural marriages. 

This unhappy termination of his career 
is a sad blow to Dr. Fhickinger, his bene-

‘Then you think there is nothing ¢s- 
semtially brutalizing in prize fighting?’

I be- 
gan training; today I am strong and 
healthy. and if I had not overtrained in the 
first two years I believe I should have 
been stronger even than I am. It is the 
early training for fightirg that its the im- 
portant thing In developing a man’s body: 
if it be overdone it causes harm: but f 
done just right it develops all the muscles. 
expands the chest and keeps the digestion 
good. I helleve boxing is without excep- 
tion the finest exercise In the world. I do 
not even bar rowing. Boxing brings into 
play every muscle of the body, even to 
those that move the eyes. 

“Every hoy should he taught to box: 
but while lads are young they should be 
allowed to spar only under strict super- 
vision, for they do not know how much 
or how little they can stand, nor how hard 
they ought to hit the lads that are oit- 
ted against them.

Chinese Commissioner to World’s 
Pair, While in Japan, Says Our 
Immigration Rules Are Greatly 
Resented by Mongolian Travel- 
ers, 


WE ARE LOSING TRADE 
OF CELESTIAL EMPIRE 


Europe Welcomes the Yellow Mer- 
chants and They Prefer to Make 
Purchases There—Wong to Be- 
come a Foreign Minister Soon. 


Special Correspondence of the Post Dispatch. 

YOKOHAMA, Feb. 17. —Wong Kal Kah, 
Chinese commissioner to the World's Fair 
at St. Louis, arrived here today on the Pa- 
cific Mail Mner Manchuria. In an inter- 
View with the representative of the Post- 
Dispatch, Mr. Wong discussed the faulty 
working of the immigration law, as applied 
to privileged Chinese entering the country 
at San Francisco. 

“Under our treaty with you in 186,"" said 
Mr. Wong, “merchants, students and trav- 
elers for pleasure, were to be admitted, if 
provided with passports. 

“Now this is where our troubles com- 
mence. 

‘These passports to privilewed classes are 
issued by the American consuls in China. 
drafted in the Chinese language. A pass- 
port, thus issued and duly vised, should be 
prima facia evidence of the fitness of the 
bearer to travel in the United States. But 
it does not work out so. Every month 
travelers, duly equipped with passports, 
are held up at the immigration office. They 
are cross-examined, treated often with 
great impertinence, and perhaps finally re- 
fused admission altogether on account of 
some alleged defect in their passports. 

“T know of many ins®ances of reputable 
Chinese merchants who, after securing 
regular passports and paying the consular 
fees, were denied admission at San Fran- 
cisco. This is a manifest injustice. No 
‘one, even a Chinaman, cares to waste 
weeks of time in travel, pay out good 
money for a steamer ticket, and then be 
turned back at San Francisco. The passes 
issued by American consuls in China should 
be authoritative and final, and no 4éne 
should be expected to take his passport and 
go clear across the Pacific ocean to ascer- 
tain if it will be honored. It has not the 
appearance of the fairness for which you 
American people are noted, and it works a 
great injury to American commercial in- 
terests in China. 

“The Chinese are fast becoming great 
travelers. Scores of merchants, wishing 
to mako business trips into the states are 
kept away by the severity of the immigra- 
tion inspection, and the stories of disap- 
pointed returning Chinese whose passports 
were rejected at San Francisco. The con- 
Bequence is that every year more and 
more Chinese go to Europe. 

“In Germany and England, the Chinese 
traveler is received with open arms. They 
‘see him first’ every time, and give him a 
royal welcome. Whether he’s there to 
spend immediate money, or simply to look 
the field over, he Is courteously given every 
facility for inspecting goods and investi- 
gating manufacturing processes. But the 
Americans make it difficult for China's 
business men even to get Into the country. 
If other countries sell us more gvods, the 
remedy seems to suggest itself. 

‘‘We admit every American, good, bad or 
indifferem. to China. We, in turn, are the 
only Astatics against whom you discrimin- 
ate, and we cannot help but feel the in- 
dignity of it. Our men are not cheap. They 
are thorough workers, don't have sy tmpa- 
thetic strikes, boycotts nor any of the kin- 
dred earmarks of the Imborer of ‘civiliza- 
tion.’ 1 understand that the Chinese work-

WANTED—A FIRST-RATE MAN. 
From the Spectator. 

What of the men who should be great to deal with this 
crushing multitude of world events? There is not one among 
them who belongs past all question to that small number of 
mankind who in history have really guided events, or who 
may be expected by patient observers to found as well as 
to contend. Two among them, no doubt, are big men in their 
way; but both William II of Germany and President Roose- 
velt are hampered by the disparity between tireir objects and 
their means which as yet appears incurable. 

For the rest, can any one name a man of the absolute first 
grade, a Napoleon, a Bismarck, a Cavour, 
baldi, the single man of our age the stamp of whose foot 
produced armies from the ground? Even the new state ’in 
the far East, though it has produced men adequate to their 
great task—generals who can win battles with ~ hundreds 
of thousands engaged, and statesmen who can finance a first- 
class war—has not produced a man of genius, or one who 
can, like Moltke, secure from victory its full results. 

The huge empire of Russia, seething with political and 
military activity, does not evolve one man who is competent 
either to shatter the existing system or reconsolidate the 
ancient order. Russia has no Napoleon, no Mirabeau, scarce- 
ly even a Sieyes; only a Witte for a Colbert, only a Count 
Lamsdorf for a Richelieu. 

In Germany no one is alive but the Emperor, and in Aus- 
tria the only great statesman, Count Tisza, has neither suc- 
cess nor popularity, and though in the Emperor adroitness 
mark of genius, he, like every other diplomatist 
except Cavour, fails to found. In those two great military 
empires one cannot even name the man who ina great war 
would be chosen generalissimo. 

In Italy a .new generation of politicians is rising to the 
top, and as yet has included no one who can solve the socta! 
problem or settle the eternal quarrel with the Church. In 
France so Httle are politicians great that it is admitted by 
all who record events that the fall of the greatest among 
them makes no difference, and that the war with the Church 
will go on just as well and jyst a badly though the pro- 
tagonist of the anti-clerical side has disappeared. 

In our own country Conservatives frankly despise the lead- 
er for whom they vote the Opposition are almost paralyzed 
by the absence of any man even approaching greatness, 
while more than half the community deny the greatness of 
the one man who stands outside and offers himsesif as a 
ruling mind. 

In America no politician except thre President, and perhaps 
Mr. Hay. is visible above the surface, and the latter is for- 
bidden by the Constitution to be a distinctive figure. That

WASHINGTON, Marchr 2.-—When John 
Jay Jackson, “the iron judge,’’ retired 
from the federal bench in West Virginia | 
Wednesday, there passed from active pub-| 
He life one of the most picturesque figures 
in American history. Representative Al- 
ston T. Dayton of Philippi will be his suc- 
cessor. | 

All over Weat Virginia, Judge Jackson Is)! 
recognized as a famous character. tie was 
of great service to the Union cause, for 
which he stood up bravely in the trying 
Gays of the civil war. In organizing the 
new state of West Virginia and in uphold- 
ing the hands of Mr. Lincoln, he performed 
hardly less valuable service than subse- 
quently in his career on the federal bench, 
whore he became known as ‘the iron 
judge.” 

President Lincoln appointed Judge Jack- 
gon to the federal judgeship after a per- 
sonal interview with him held at the 


| 


President's solicitation. The judge's career 
since has been an evidence of Lincoln's 
judgment of human character. 

He is now over 80 years old, although pos- 
eessing his mental powers. During the 
last year or two earnest efforts have been 
made to induce him to resign. At one time 
in the last campaign an arrangemnt was 
almost completed by which he was to leave 
the bench and Mr. Dayton to be appointed 
to succeed him. But just when everything 
seemed assured, as the political leaders of 
the state wanted, the judge himeelf inter- 
posed a veto and gave out a vigorous inter- 
view at Wheeling declaring that he would 
not resign until he was ready to do so, and 
then he wouki let the public know it. 

Bince then the efforts to induce him to re- 
tire have been renewed, and, although he 
etubborniy resisted, the judge at last 
yielded. His home is at Parkersburg, 
where he has a fine old mansion. That 
town was hie birthplace. President Lincoln 
nominated him for district judge in 186], 
and he has had over 44 years’ active serv- 
ice-on the bench. 


Stonewall Jackson’s Relative. 


John Jay Jackson, eldest son of Gen. 
John J. Jackson, was born at Parkersburg, 
W. Va., Aug. 4, 1824; was graduated from 
Princeton College in 1845; was a law student 
under his father and John J. Allen, presi- 
dent of the Supreme Court of Virginia; 
was admitted to the bar the following year 
and elected the first prosecuting attorney 
of Wirt County in 1848, and the same year 
was appointed to the same office in Ritchie 
County. 

In 1852 and again in 1853 he was elected to 
the Virginia Legislature from Wood 
County. During this time he acquired a 
reputation as a speaker and debater. In 


1862. "66 and ‘60 he was an elector on the 
Whig ticket. In the political campaigns in 
which he took part he was justly dis- | 
tinguished as a speaker and by his efforts! 
fin the region of the state where he lived. 
contributed largely to the success of the | 
Bell and Everett ticket !n carrying Vir- 
ginia in 1860. 

Taking sides with the Union when the 
war broke out he naturally drifted into 
the Republican party and served it faith- 
fully. When peace was declared he co-oper- 
ated with the Democratic party and has 


been in sympathy with that political or- 
ganization since that time. 

Judge Jackson is « near relative of Gen. 
“Stonewell’ Jackson, the great confeder- 
ate soidier who won undying fume at the 
battle of Fredricksburg. 

He has been a terror to labor agitators 
in West Virginia. He has sent walking» 
delegates und other labor officials to jail 
by the score for attempting to organize | 
miners. Time and time again he has been | 


the target of severe criticism, but his meee i 


esty and his stern integrity have never | 
been questioned.

MARKET, CHESTNUT AND 


FRANKLIN FEEL BOOM 


Increase in Sales of Residence 
and Investment by Wage Earn- 
ers in Homes—Many Bidders for 
Eighth and Ohestnut Corner.

The local realty market becomes more 
active with each succeeding week and the 
indications are that sales of property the 
coming summer will eclipse all records in 
the history of the city. 

Transactions in the business district were 
not so large in point of coneideration as 
has been the order since the real estate 
boom appeared, but were more numerous 
and in several instances provide for im- 
provements that will be of lasting benefit 
to the city. 

The leading transactions were on Market 
and Chestnut streets and Franklin ave- 
nue, and in several instances embraced 
deals which had been brewing for several 
months. 

The Mercantile Trust Co. started the real 
estate ball rolling on Market street the 
previous week by the sale of a plot 60x136 
feet at 1018-20 Market street to H. Gehner, 
president of the Gehner Distilling Co., for 
$48,000. Fisher & Co. gave it further im- 
petus Thursday by the leasihg of the west- 
ern 30 feet of the liquor dealer’s purchase 
for a term of 99 years on a basis of 5 per 
cent net on a valuation of $800 per front 
foot to Henry J. MecNichols, to complete 
a site for an 8-story building for the Mc- 
Nichols Furniture Co. 

The McNichols deal put

President of Cotton Association 
Strongly Advises Smaller Acre- 
age of the White Staple and 
Urges Farmers to Grow Food 
Products. 


PLANT CORN AND OATS 
| IS HIS SUGGESTION 


Holding of the Year’s Product Has 
Increased the Price to the 
Farmer $6 a Bale in the Past 


Thirty Days. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

ATLANTA, Ga., March 3.—It is general- 
ly Delieved that the signing of thousands of 
pledges to reduce cotton acreage this year 
will result in the diversification of crops, 
Something that has needed in the 
South for many years. With cotton acre- 
age reduced the farmer must utilize his 
land not planted in cotton, and this land, 
according to all reports, will be planted in 
Other crops. President Harvie Jordan of 
the Southern Cotton Association has writ- 
ten @ strong article urging the diversifica- 
tion of crops, and for the farmers to raise 
their supplies at home. 

Mr. Jordan says: 

“Diversification is the keynote to success- 
ful agriculture. This not only applies to 
farming in the South, but to all sections of 
the world where agriculture is carried on. 
It is one of the laws of nature. as well as 
an economic law, that land cannot be main- 
talned to a high state of fertility from any 
System of culture that does not embrace 
Within the methods adopted a plan of di- 
versification. This is especially true in the 
case of our southern lands, which have 
been largely depleted of their natural fer- 
tility by lone course of planting and cultl- 
Vating a single crop. Cotton has for many 
years been the dominating crop of the 
South, because of its money value, and the 
@ase with which it can be sold in every lo- 
cal market throughout the South. At the 
present time it is particularly important 
that our people turn thelr attention to the 
Production of more food supply crops and 
curtail the extended production of cotton. 


Values Are Increased. 

Another matter which has already assist- 
ea the cotton producing industry of two 
continents is the fact that the spot holders 
of cotton have so far lived up to tha 
piedges which they made three months age 
not to throw their cotton upon a depressed 
speculative market and sacrifice it merely 
t gratify the wishes of the exporters and 


epecwlutors. The result of the holding 
movement since Jan. 26, up to the preseiit 
time, has already added 425,000,000 to the 
amount of cotton left in the South unsold 
up to that time. The mere fact that tlie 
cotton is being held and not thrown upon 
the market with reckless disregard, has 
edded more than $ per bale to the prices 
which were offered only 30 davs ago. This 

been a net gain of fully $5.50 per bale 
to every man or firm who has refused to 
fell cotton, even though such cotton was 
stored in warehouses and money borrowed 
on the same. 

While I would not advocate the planting 
of corn if raised as a money crop, still, it 
is absolutely essestial that you make the 
cient, crop free from the encumbrance of 
lies bought at ruinously high prices 
which to make same. Cut down the 

cotton acreage at least 26 per cent, and in- 

crease the food supp tes from 25 to 40 per 
cent.

NIMROD'S PARADISE 


Ducks Plentiful at This Missouri 
Hunting Ground, Where Shoot- 
ing Is Undisturbed. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NHDW CAMBRIA, Mo., March 2.—The 
pintalls, mallards and black-jacks, bright- 
feathered voyagers of the air, are falling 
fast on the Chain of Lakes these days. 
One party of three returned to Macon 
this week with an even hundred as the 
record of two days’ sport. 

It is estimated that Macon hunters have 
brought down over 8 ducks during the 
month. Then there are parties from Car- 
roliton, Moberly, Marceline, Kirksville and 
Keytesville who have had equally as good 
luck, 

No sportsman has complained this sea- 
son of a shortage of game. Old hunters 
Say it has been the best season known 
for years. The birds are fat and in excel- 
lent condition. 

Live decoys are being used with greater 
success than the canvas article. Some 
of the hunters bought wild duck eggs last 
year and raised their own decoys. They 
are attached by a string around the neck 
to a little perch which is anchored just 
above the surface of the water. The hunt- 
er makes a ‘“‘hide’’ out on the edge of the 
lake, using brush and branches of white 
oak trees, which now have the leaves on 
them. 

The sport begins as soon as it is light 
enough to guide the canoe across to the 
“*hide."" The decoys are stationed, and be- 
gin their vigil immediately. No troop of 
the skies escapes a salutation from the 
kin on earth.

State Appropriates Funds to Aid 
in Carrying an Industrial School 
Which Shows Them Practical 


Means of Self-Support. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

MONTICELLO, Ala., March 2%.—Until re- 
young women in Alabama have 
encouraged to seek employment 
outside of their own homes, but gradually 
the ancient social prejudices of antebel- 
lum days have died away, and, as a prom- 
inent educator told me, public opinion now 
the endeavors of young women 
themselves, particularly when 
they would otherwise be a burden upon 
their families. The only objections come 
from individuals—the relics of the old plan- 
tation aristocracy, who still adhere to the 
doctrine that it is unwomanly for a wom- 
an to earn Wakes. 

In obedience to public sentiment the 
Girls’ Industrial School of Alabama was 
established here at Montevallo in 1896, of- 
fering the first opportunity for the young

Course Is Four Years. 

The state gives an annual appropriation 
of $26,000, which pays for free education, 
and hence no tuition is charged except for 
instruction in music, art and _ elocution. 
The music and elocution departments are 
self-supporting. Every student is required 
to pay certain fees—$10 a month for board 
and laundry work, $2 per year for the use 
of the library, $3 for physical culture per 
year and $ for incidentals—making a total 
of $3) per year for the ordinary privileges. 
no tincluding the a4 
been méntioned. By doing 
the kitchen, dining rooms and elsewhere 
a girl may reduce these expenses one- 
half, but it requires at least $45 per year 
to get an education at Montevallo, and 
that is about as low as such privileges 
can be obtained for anywhere. 

The academic course is four years and is 
open to all white girls of good moral char- 
acter above the age of 15. There is a pre- 
paratory school for younger.girls with a 
course of two years. Every pupil is re- 


quired to take the academic course, but it 
is arranged so that in addition she may 
elect any one of 10 courses for training in 
the different trades, such as bookkeeping, 
telegraphy, stenography and typewriting. 
dressmaking, millinery, cooking, nursing, 
etc., and there is a normal department 
with a course of one year for aduates 
who desire to qualify themselves for 
teachers, and the larger number take that 
course because of the great demand for 
school teachers in Alabama. -The Legisla- 
ture has recently passed a law elevating 
the standard for teachers and requiring 
examinations much more severe than were 
formerly necessary to obtain certificates. 
But a graduate of the Montevallo normal 
department can always obtain a position 
and command the maximum salary paid 
to women teachers, which is $30 per month 
in the country and $60 per month fn the

furnished by the common schools or 38e- 
cure any training for self-«upport by any 
other means. 

Dr. F. M. Peterson, president of the 
Girls’ Industrial School at Montevallo, say® 
that 80 per cent of his students are re- 
quired to support themselves when they 
leave the institution, and during the eight 
vears it hag been running about 500 young 
women have been sent out into the world 
with certificates describing their qualifica- 
tions for usefulness in the different trades. 
Only about one-third of those who enter 
finish the course. The rest drop out be- 
cause their families cannot pay their ex- 
penses any longer, but most of them marry 
or get positions In stores and offices or 
dressmaking establishments, where they 
are much more sought after and receive 
much better pay apa hee who have not 
had thetr training. ose who remain 
through the course almost without excep- 
tlon expect to be teachers, and some of 
them borrow money to pay their tuition 
through the course. 

There is another industrial school for 
white girls at Camp Hill, Tal sa Coun- 
ty. with about 60 pupils. It is supported 
by northern money and is managed vy a 
man Hall, a northern man, on the self-help 
plan, all of the work being done by the 
students.

Louis to address a Democratic mass meet- 
ing at Music Hall to promote the viection 
of Mayor Wells.

Minister in Predicament as Result 
of Delivering Message Which 
United States Government Fails 
to Back Up. 


VENEZUELA CONTINUES 
ITS COURSE UNREBUKED 


Still Collects Returns From 
Asphalt Grants Regardless of 
Washington’s Official Protest 
and Virtual Threat. 


WASHINGTON, March 2.—For having 
Gone his duty fearlessly United States Min- 
ister Bowen will probably receive his pass- 
ports from President Castro of Venezuela. 

He has but one alternative—resignation. 
Officially no word has been received from 
Mr. Bowen. Private advices from Venezu- 
ela indicate that he is supremely disgusted 
by the government's failure to give him 
ite support in carrying out its explicit in- 
structions. 

To make his situation, If possible, even 
more embarrassing, the minister has long 
been on the worst possible terms with 
Castro. The latter. Mr. Bowen says, used 
insulting language in refusing to comply 
with the United States’ demand. 

From the state department the minister 
received instructions to inform President 
Castro that the United States insisted on 
the submission to arbitration of the ques- 
tions between the two countries. If Ven- 
ezucla refused the minister was to say that 
the “United States would feel free to act.” 

Mr. Bowen delivered just this message. 
President Castro replied that there was 
nothing to arbitrate. And if there were 
any differences, he added, the Venezuelan 
courts and the Venezuelan courts alone 
would settle them. 

The cabinet met to consider Castro's re- 
ply and decided to take no action. Hence 
the awkwardness of Mr. Bowen's poat- 
tion. 

President Castro, who offended by seiz- 
ing the New York and Bermudez Asphalt 
Co.'s properties in Venezuela, is still ad- 
ministering them through his receiver, and 
collecting the money from the sale of the 
asphelt. He says the company forfeited 
the propertics by failing to make improve- 
ments in Venezuela which it agreed to 
when the concession was granted. 

From Sam Domingo Minister Dawson ca- 
bles that the Senate's failure to act on 
the Roosevelt treaty was received with 
keen disappointment and that, though out- 
ward quiet prevails, there is much political 
tension. 

At the President's order Acting Secretary 
of State Adee replied that the treaty was 
not defeated—only postponed--and that it 
will no doubt be ratified soon after Con- 
gress re-assembles. 

The State Department has heard nothing 
of the reported proposal of the foreign 
ministers at San Dominguw to name an 
American to act as their agent in set-

Henry T. Kent called the meeting to 
order and introduced Mr. Simmons. After 
stating that he came all the way frem 
Florida to participate in the meeting, Mr.

He was round- 
ly cheered as he took his seat. 

Gov. Joseph W. Folk followed. The 
cheering was so prolonged when he stepped 
to the front that it was several minutes 
before he could proceed. The governor 
epoke of his work while circuit attorney 
and thanked the good citizens of 8t. Louis 
for their unfailing support. He said that 
when he saw that the same cormsptionists 
whom he fought for three years are now 
fighting Mayor Wells, that he would be 
derelict in his duty did he not come to the 
front in support of the Democratic can- 
didate for mayor.

Charges Present Mayor With Not 
Fulfilling Campaign Promises 
to Install Municipal 
Ownership. 


Iee Meriwether, candidate for mayor on 
the Munictpal Ownership ticket addressed 
an audience of about 250 men and a few 
women in Louisiana Hall, 9 North Van- 
deventer avenue, on the platform of the 
Municial Ownership platform and  wpon 
his candidacy for mayor. He was pre- 
ceded by Thomas C. Hennings, who spoke 
upon tenets of the Municipal Ownership 
party in a short address. Following Meri- 
wether’s speech the meeting was closed by 
a short address by Mr. Sims, an attorney. 

Meriwether spoke for about an hour. He 
said there seemed to be an impression 
among certain people that iie was working 
in conjunction with the Butler element. 
He denied this, saying: ‘‘Mr. Butler is the 
man I have been fighting al) these years.”’ 

He said that he had attempted, through 
Harry Hawes, to get Mayor Wells to meet 
him in open debate, but that Hawes had 
declined todo so and had also déclined to 
debate with him.

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The recent action of the Congregational 
ministers of New England in protesting 
against the acceptance by the prudential 
committee of the American board of for- 
eign missions of a gift of $100,000 from 
John D. Rockefeller of the Standard Ot) 
Co. has excited the widest discussion 
throughout the country. 

The fact that the board has decided 
to accept the gift does not tend to quiet 
Uns discussion. 

The ministerial protest was based on 
the ground that an acceptance of Rocke- 
feller’s money involved an indorsement of 
the alleged evil methods by which the 
money Was acquired. 

The question of morals thus raised are 
vital. 

Here is what a number of leading St. 
louis clergymen and *religiOUS WwO: kers 
have to say on the point at issue: 


RT. REV. JOHN J. GLENNON, arch- 
bisnop or tue Catholic Arcnadiocese 
of st. lj~uis: This is not a oon- 
crete case, and I could not in- 
dorse either party in question be- 
cause I have not studied the ethice of one 
side or the other. One thing Is certa.n—you 
cannot take sloien goods. rou are in con- 
nivance with the stealer by so doing. But 
whether this $1W0.4v~ can be so Olassed is 
something I have not investigated. I have 
not studied the moral theology of congre- 
gationalism, nor have I any knowledge of 
ine by-taws of the Standard Oil Co. Tnere- 
fore cannot discuss this epecific instance 
with the necessary understanding.

There 
are men from whom Fitts to the church 
should not be accepted. For instance, if 
such @ man as the late “Jim’’ Fisk should 
offer me a gift for the use of the church 
I would refuse it, unless he ceased to be 
such a man. We get ‘upon very delicate 
ground, however, in the matter of tracing 
money to ite source, and I should say that 
it would not be just to voice an expression 
as to the action of the Congregational 
ministers in Boston who protested against 
accepting a gift of $100,080 from John D. 
Rockefeller. It is an insult to a man when 
a gift from him Is refused on the ound 
that he is unworthy to make the gife and 
that his money was gained by evil prac- 
tices, and a very great injustice to Mr. 
Rockefeller might be done in the present 
instance.

REV. LEON HARRISON, Temple Israel 
—It is a very delicate question. It is easy 
to decide when we know money has been 
made dishonestly and when that is abso- 
lutely known, then there is no condona- 
tion. But when there ts toom for doubt, 
as in this case, it is a debatable matter. 
The case cannot be pre-judged because we 
do not know that the money has nn ob- 
tained in an unfair way or by evil proced- 
ure. Until this is settled by court of law 
we cannot allow our prejudices to run 
away with us. This is a question con- 
stantly coming up in congregations, 

Is discrimination to be made against the 
gifts of boodling politicians, gamblers and 
others whose money is made by methods 
of which we disapprove? One cannot al- 
ways distinguish. In some cases money is 
offered in atonement for ill-doing. In such 
cases money should not be accepted as 
condonation of the offense. I remember 
Dr. Felix, and he declared that the point 
is that when money is known to be from 
an evil source it should be refused. The 
only case I know of a refusal of a large 
sum of money was when Miss Jane Adams 
of Chica refused assistance from a big 
business house known to treat its employes 
in an unfair and cruel manner. Mise 
Adame would not make use of the donation 
offered. to assist her in her social work, 
knowing that the money had been ground 
out of the employes of that concern. In 
the case of Mr. Rockefeller, I do not see 
how they can properly refuse the gift be- 
cause he has never been convicted, whatever 
ruipor may. say. Even a rich man is en- 
titled to fair play and he is entitled to be 
considered innocent until he is proven 
guilty, just as much as a poor man.

DR. SAMUBL J. NICCOLLS, pastor of 
the Second Presbyterian Church: I would 
have no hesitancy in accepting this gift. 
There are, of course, infainous businesses 
and to receive gifts froin such there are 
no excuses. But the selling of oll is not 
an infamous business in itself. It is not 
our business to sift the matter. It is not 
our business to sit in judgment upon the 
methods of the Standa Ol Co. Many men 
might conduct their business in a manner 
we disapprove, but it is not our place to 
sit in judgment upon the question: Mr. 
Rockef@ler has never been proved guilty 
in open court. Rumor may say many 
things. He may be called a plunderer. a 
robber, but so long as a business is reput- 
able we have no right to jump to con- 
clusions. But if money ia taken from an 
infamous source, then that money is de- 
led. We cannot take money from gam- 
blers, houses of prostitution, saloons. but 
we cannot go into every detail of a man’s 
business and sift out his methods. Other. 
wise we should need to have a committee 
of investigation to see whether the offer. 
ings in the collection plate were al] earned 
by the giver in a manner consistent with 
our own ideas. 


Ww. F. MeMURR ’ - 
ary M. KE. Church, Sixteenth, waa ene, 
etreets;: I have some hesitation in enter- 
ing upon a controversy which concerns a 
sister denomination, but I am frank to 
say that it had never occurred to me that 
Mr. Rockefeller was of the type of man 
whose motives could be quvationed or that 
he belonged to the class of men whose con- 
tributions should be despised. I have al- 
ways understood Mr. Rockefeller to be a 
man of honor. 

I would not solicit or accept contributions 
for my church from sources which might 
be named but I have never associated Mr 
Rockefeller with the class of individual, 
either as to character or as to me ods, 
whose business methods were to con- 
demned.. There is much eriticlam, and 
some of tt may be just, of corporations ana 
tivir conduct.

One of the leading English 
brewers gave General Booth a iarge sum 
of money towards the ‘Darkest England 
social scheme when that movement was 
first started. There were people who dis- 
approved of receiving money from such a 
source, referring to the money as dirty 
money made at the expense vf widows and 
orphans. General Booth replied: “We 
will wash the money wih the tears of the 
widows and orphans and make it clean.’’ 
There are people who regard gifts as in the 
nature of bribes to cover up the sins of 
the donor. But we welcome money from 
any source, feeling that such gifts are in 
the nature of atonement. Our respons)bili- 
ty begins when we have money placed at 
our disposal] and it is noc our place to ask 
questions as to the means by which the 
money was made. Mr. Rockefeller has as 
sisted the Salvation Army before now. He 
donated $10,000 towards the building of our 
barracks at Cleveland. 


THE REV. J. R. WINCHESTER, D. D., 
vicar of the Crurch of the Ascension, Cab- 
anne, who has been conducting Lenten 
services at the Garrick Theater: I am op- 
posed to the monopolies as a neral prin- 
ciple. But I don't know the circumstances 
of the case under discussion. I would, 
however, rather put myself on the side of 
those Congregationalists who are unwilling 
to accept the money offered by Mr. Rocke- 
feller. That is my standpoint and I would 
not force M on anyone else. But I feel 
that the sooner the church is free from 
all worldly agencies the better it. will be. 


I would not think of putting my idea in 
antagonism to other péople, some of whom 
may think it perfectly legitimate ‘to re- 
ceive money for a good cause, whether it 
comes from a source out of accord with 
one’s approbation or not. 


THE REV. T. B. McLEOD, D. D., tem-

~I think it is simply absurd that there 
should be objections to accepting this 
rr.oney.

I think Mr. Rockefeller 
and other men who have grown rich are 
painted blacker than they really deserve.

I contend that the appeal on 0»be- 
ha'f of the poor man has been overworked 
and even the pulpit is responsible for 
encouraging the people of mediocre wealth 
té denounce the wealthy and damn the 
prosperous. The opposition which seems to 
prevail against the acceptance of Mr. 
Rockefeller’s gifts, instead of being a deo- 
laration of independence of wealth, is a 
catering to the sentiments against wealth, 
property and prosperity. If the Bible 
teaches us that good will come out of 
evil, may we not belleve that good will 
come out of bad money? We don't let 
the devil have all the good music in the 
world, why should we allow him to have 
all the bad money? Personally, I con- 
fess, I should be willing to receive any 
number of millions from Mr. Rockefeller 
and put them to good uses. 


THE REV. JOHN F. CANNON, D. D., 
Grand Avenue Preetbyterian Church: The 
acceptance of a gift from a notorious! 
evil source and whose motive is doubtful, 
is out of the question. I know the Stand- 
ard Oi] company is in bad odor just now. 
but whether justly so or not, am not 
prepared to say. don’t know Mr. Rocke- 
feller and his business methods. I am too 
eget | acquainted with the facts of 
the case to pronounce judgment upon its 
merits. There is such a thing as looking 
too closely into such a matter, as to how 
and where the money is obtained. There 
are men and there are corporations, from 
whom I would not solicit money, but from 
whom t would accept a donation if offered 
in the right spirit. 


THE REV. WILLIAM M. JONES, Ph.

Bremen and Blair avenues: It seems to 
me. that this money offered by Mr. Rocke- 
feller Is given in a right spirit and ought 
to be accepted. Much good can be done 
with ft. As much good can be done with 
it as the money of any other person. 
don’t know what the situation is and can- 
not, therefore, competenily judge, but I 
think the matter is being pushed too far 
by certain people {n Massachusetts. 

The money ts given for a good purpose 
and therefore there shouid be no objection. 
I know nothing againet Mr. Rockefeller. 
How far he is responsible for the methods 
of operating his corporation it is hard to 
determine, but as far as I know he is an 
upright individual. I «am opposed to 
monopolies and trusts and 0»believe that 
their power is growing beyond bounds and 
restraint should be put upon them. But at 
the present time there is no good reason to 
class their gifts as coming from sources 
of evil from whom one may not con- 
scientiously receive donations.

The animal now in St. Louis was captured in 1800 by 
an expedition sent out for the purpose of bringing Lace 
a blue-faced mandril. The expedition was headed by an 
Englishman of giant stature and great strength, whe had 
once been a cowboy and was an expert with the lasso. It 
consisted, besides the leader, of four white men and 40 
uatives. The whites were armed with the most inpeoved 
lirearms adapted to big game. The natives were armed 
with bows and arrows and their native assagai or spear. 
The food and camp impedimenta were carried by a muie 
pack train. Setting out from Gaboon in the gorilla coun ry 
of Lower Guinea, the expedition went a LWe weeas joaut- 
ney into the interior before any of the game that was 
being sought was encountered. On the third day, 
aiter breaking camp, one of the natives, who was scouting 
in the van, brought back word that a band of biwe-faced 
mandrils had made ita temporary habitation about « mile 
of]. Ordinurily the natives gave these animals a wide 
berth because of their known ferocity. 


She leader of the expedition had instructions to bring 
bach a lite blue-faced mandril. Knowing the ferocity, si 
strength and quickness of the. animals, he .despaired o 
capturing one alive except after having wounded him #0 
seriously as to make it impossible for him to keep up with 
the rest of the band. His plan was to attack a v*llage 
of the animals and to stampele them by making a great 
and unusual noise, and then to wound one of the anima!s 
by shooting so as to break an arm ora ley. The wounded 
animal was thea to be lassoed and nursed back to vigor, 

Accordingly, when news came of the proximity of the 
animals the leader formed the members of the expedition 
int a crescent and prepared to elose in upon them. Each 
of the natives was equipped with a tin kitchen utensil 
and a club and ipstructed at a given signal to set up a 
tremendous noise. The white men were each armed with 
a rifle. They were to bring down as many of the animals 
as they could. 

The plans of the leader did not work out entirely as he 
had calculated. When his party came in sight of the 
mandrils they found that the bulk of the animals had 
taken flight and that three remained behind, standing 
firm, with an evident intention of investigating the unusual 
turmoil. One of these was the animal which is now cap- 
tive in St. Louis. He was the leader of the village. The 
skins of the other two, stuffed to look as lifelike as pos- 
sible, oeeupy an honored place in the Hamburg Zoological 
Mureum. 

‘he three mandrils made a dash at the attacking party.

HE story of the “calling” of Dr. Mary McLean to 
missionary work begins over five years ago. It 
reached its climax when the woman physician held 
religious services each Sunday in the Chinese Village on 
the Pike of the World’s Fair. 

Dr. Mary McLean was the youngest daughter of Dr. 
Elijah McLean, a wealthy and influential resident of 
Washington, Mo. After completing the course at a pre- 
paratory school in St. Louis, she was sent to Vassar. 
where she was graduated in a liberal literary course. Then 
she attended the medica] department of Ann Arbor. tak 
| ing her degree in 1884. She at once came to St. Louis and

The firm of Noble & Orrick, of which he was 
a member, received a fee of $50,000 for winning 
the right of the Wabash Railroad to run through 
Forest Park.

We had a clerk here a few 
years ago who was little less than a wonder. He knew 
perfectly the signatures of at least five thousand customers, 
ani could detect the alteration of a stroke in any one of 
thein in an instant. 

More remarkable still was the fact that he recognized 
with equal facility the signatures of those customers whose 
checks only came in once or twice a year. But he ‘made an 
art of his work, and I afterwards discovered that most of 
his evenings were spent in studying and learning the sig- 
matures of the customers, for he was a wonderful hand at 
copying writing. and whenever a new signature would come 
in, one with which he was not acquainted, he would at once 
facsimile it in his pocketbook, and by the next morning 
would be able to recognize it among ten thousand. 

Signature clerks are not, as a rule, supposed to make 
copies of customers’ autographs, but many of them do, and 
some men are| clever enough at the work to even 
deceive themselves. 

Of course, it is understood that when the signature clerks 
are not examining checks they are studying the autograph 
books in order to familiarize themselves with the callig- 
raphy of every customer. Each check, you must under- 
stand, passes through the hands of each clerk in turn, 
so that if one should pass a forgery or a “Taised” draft it 
is very unlikely that the entire staff would do so.

One of the commonest dodges adopted by the modern 
forger is to get a customer of some small country bank 
to introduce him to that institution as a likely depositor. 
On the recommendation of the friend (who is probably quite 
unaware that the acquaintance he made some few months 
ago is a “wrong ’un”) there is no difficulty in accepting 
their new client’s check for $5000, and the following day, 
when the same customer calls and withdraws $500 or $2500, 
as the case may be, he is politely handed the cash and then, 
of course, loses no time in skipping the town. After the 
bogus customer’s check has passed through the Clearing { 
House it is returned to the bank on which it has been 
drawn and the fraud is at once discovered. Another part of 
a signature clerk’s duties is to see that no checks are 
post-dated, as, of course, no drafts must be paid until they 
fall due. On occasions a careless man will post-date a 
check, but as a rule the mistake is purposely made. This 
spotting of post-dated checks, however, is the easiest part 
of a signature clerk’s work, and it is very seldom that a 
check so dated escapes him. Then, again, we are often 
notified that payment on certain ehecks has been stopped, 
and the clerks have to be on the lookout for these, and 
it must be a very careless staff indeed that lets them slip 
by. We are held responsible for all checks passed after 
we have received notice to stop payment.
